Resources  141nlster  winters  has 
somewhat  revived  hope  l!iat  an  early 
start  may  yet  be  possible  on  construe* 
tion  or  the  long-awaited  Canadian  High- 
way. Regardless  of  the  partial  failure  of 
yesterday  's  Dominion  - Provincial  confer- 
ence, at  which  Quebec,  Nova  Scotia,  New 
Brunswick  and  Newfoundland  declined  the 
Federal  terms.  Mr.  Winters  says  efforts  will 
be  made  to  have  work  In  the  other  six  begin 
tills  Spring.  That  is  a reversal  of  the  Cana- 
dian Government's  earlier  position  that  un- 
less all  ten  provinces  signed  agreements  the 
offer  of  one-half  the  cost  would  not  hold. 

Tliere  apj>ears  some  reason  to  believe 
that  difficulties  raised  by  the  Marltimes  can 
be  smoothed;  Nova  Scotia's,  indeed,  is  based 
only  on  lack  of  legtsfetlve  endorsement. 
However,  a more  serious  obstacle  to  progress 
towards  a fully  national  highway  has  been 
erected  by  Quebec.  Canada's  largest  prov- 
ince has  balked  on  constitutional  grounds, 
maintaining  that  the  proposed  agreement 
conflicts  with  provincial  rights  over  con- 


struction and  upkeep  of  roads  guaranteed 
by  statute,  this  notwltlistanding  the  fact 
that  none  of  the  other  provinces  recognises 
any  trespass,  and  that  Quebec  itself  has  not 
stated  any  complaint  against  the  financial 
terms  offered  by  the  Dominion. 

If  Quebec  is  basing  its  objections  on  a 
literal  interpretation  of  the  British  North 
America  Act.  possibly  it  has  a case.  In  that 
event,  however,  Quebec  would  seem  to  be 
shutting  its  eyes  to  the  great  changes  that 
have  taken  place  since  the  act  was  written. 
At  that  time  roads  were  essentially  provin- 
cial in  character,  and  the  need  for  a trans- 
continental highway  In  the  future  could 
.scarcely  be  envisaged.  Today  a truly  Cana- 
dian highway  of  uniform  standards  from 
the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific  would  be  virtually 
impossible  of  achievement  without  Federal 
participation:  and  surely  Quebec  must  know 
that.  While  its  present  attitude  Is  a blow  to 
national  unity,  however,  It  Is  encouraging 
to  know  that  work  may  be  allowed  to  start 
elsewhere.

able  end  for  Generalissimo  Chlang 
Kai-shek.  Even  if  his  crumbling  Nationalist 
regime  manages  to  hold  on  to  Formosa  he 
will  be  left  In  splendid,  and  Ineffective,  iso- 
lation. and  nothing  in  sight  gives  any  hope 
for  belief  that  he  can  restore  his  fortunes. 
The  Generalissimo  had  his  chance  over  a 
long  jierlod  of  years  to  consolidate  them  for 
his  country's  good,  and  frittered  it  away. 

Whateve'r  the  truth  of  reports  of  dls 
gruntled  Natlonallsi  generals  that  the 
Generalissimo  sacrificed  Hainan  because  Its 
defending  leaders  were  growing  too  popular, 
this  story  is  typical  of  the  Chinese  political 
and  military  scene.  Chinese  generals  have 
been  changing  sides  for  as  long  as  one  can 
remember,  each  seemingly  for  his  own  poli- 
tical gain.  That  was  one  of  the  reasons  for 


Chlang  s inability  to  weld  China  into  a uni- 
fied nation  during  his  ascendancy.  It  might 
possibly  prove  to  be  so  traditional  a.s  to  up- 
set some  of  the  ambitions  of  the  newly-im- 
posed Communist  regime. 

This  further  emasculation  of  Clilang’s 
sovereignty,  reduced  now  to  a mere  island 
outpost,  will  strengthen  Communist 
China's  claims  to  be  seated  in  the  Security 
Council.  Certainly,  no  matter  how  Com- 
munist power  was  obtained,  and  tills  Is  no 
different  in  nature  from  that  represented 
in  the  United  Nations  by  other  Soviet 
satellites,  the  Nationalist  delegate  cannot 
in  terms  of  reality  claim  to  repre.sent  China. 
Distasteful  though  it  may  be,  it  seems  ap- 
parent that  the  Western  powers  soon  will 
have  to  bow  to  e.stabllshed  fact,  and  con- 
cede formal  recognition  of  Communist  as- 
sumption of  power  in  China.

be  of  good  Intent,  but  that  is  all.  To 
suppose  that  turning  over  the  town  to 
Imagined  Communists  after  the  manner  of 
"Future  Citizens'  Day"  will  make  people,  as 
the  sponsor  of  the  plan  says,  "really  under- 
stand what  It  would  be  like  to  live  under 
Communism."  Is  to  be  naive  indeed.  They 
will  understand  no  such  thing;  nor  can 
they,  since  the  whole  business  will  be  a 
piece  of  play-acting  from  start  to  finish. 

It  may  titillate  the  town  to  'padlock  the 
churches,  lake  over  In  theory  all  property, 
pul  pseudo-Red  instructors  in  schools— pre- 
sumably not  to  spread  Soviet  gospel,  how- 
ever—and  round  up  so-called  enemy  clti- 
lena  like  so  many  cattle  In  a corral.  Properly 


staged  this  should  be  as  spectacular  as  a 
Wild  West  show,  and  perhaps,  who  knows, 
that  is  the  aim.  The  warning  to  outsiders  to 
stay  away  could  be  an  invitation  in  reverse 
to  be  present,  and  thus  swell  tourist 
revenue. 

Communism  Is  not  to  be  combatted  by 
treating  it  as  a joke,  nor  by  adopting  Its 
mantle  even  in  pretence.  Granted  the  Wis- 
consin town's  good  faith,  however,  the  ex- 
periment will  fall  of  potency  simply  because 
It  can  bear  no  relation  to  the  real  thing.  It 
might  cause  people  to  think  in  the  ab.strart 
about  Communism,  and  that  would  be  so 
much  to  the  good.

•dlUon  of  the  Book  of  Knowledge 
**Oone  is  the  brilliant  uniform  of  scarlet  tunic 
and  'pillbox’  hat.  to  be  replaced  by  a neat  dark 
blue  uniform  with  a wedge  cap  for  cadets  of  all 
three  services.  Nevertheless,  the  links  with  the 
past  remain  to  Inspire  the  new  generation."  Pro- 
fteeor  Careless,  who  is  Canadian  editor  of  the 
Book  of  Knowledge,  writes. 

His  story  continues:  "Cadets  at  the  Royal  Mlll- 
tary  CoUege.  whUe  they  all  will  wear  the  same 
uniform,  live  together  and  lake  many  subjects 
together,  will  sUll  receive  ipeelal  training  In  the 
service  they  have  chosen.  Accordingly  they  are 
divided  Into  Utree  groups  - Trontenac'  for  the 
Army.  ’La  Salle'  for  the  Navy,  and  ’Hudson*  for 
the  Air  Force.  Also,  as  they  go  on.  their  train- 
ing naturally  divides  on  more  special  lines.  Naval 
cadets.  In  fact,  will  lake  their  third  and  fourth 
years  of  training  at  sea  with  the  fleet,  while 
Army  and  Air  Force  men  continue  at  the  college. 

•'Besides  thU.  even  while  at  college,  naval 
eadeU  will  go  to  sea  during  the  Summer. 
Throughout  their  four  years,  army  cadet-  will 
spend  much  of  the  Summer  at  military  camp, 
and  air  force  cadeU  will  go  to  air  bases  lor  flying 
and  air  crew  training.

I know,  as  do  you.  that  the  Gregor- 
ian calendar  says  today,  April  26,  is 
a Tuesday,  and  that  next  year  tha 
same  date  will  be  some  other  day  of 
the  week.

Not  with  the  world  calendar  folk,  of 
course.  Their  slogan  for  a perpetual 
world  calendar  Is:  "Each  year  the 
same." 

Tliere  you  have  it;  (he  cancer  that's 
eating  Into  the  world.  We’re  In  the 
machine  age,  and  always  some  people 
want  to  make  us  like  sausages  -ditto, 
ditto,  ditto. 

Not  Just  the  calendar  enthusiasts, 
oh  no.  They  are  merely  one  more 
manlte.staU€m  of  the  urge  to  put 
Homo  Sapiens  into  a common  mould.

But,  you  know,  we're  in  danger  of 
being  so  swamped  that  Individuality 
will  ooce  away  and  leave  nothing  but 
a procession  of  robots.

The  editorial  writer  continues:  “The

. . . the  world  should  have  realized 
by  now  that  If  Europe's  potential 
forces  are  to  be  utilised,  this  cannot 
be  done  by  means  of  an  army  of 
tanks!" 

For  the  first  time  since  the  occupa- 
tion began,  the  German  press.  Instead 
of  niggling  and  bumping  its  head 
against  a stone  wall,  seems  to  be  rising 
to  the  common  need  of  creating  a 
thoughtful  and  constructive  European 
policy.  There  are  now  1,076  newspa- 
pers In  federal  territory  ogainsl  about 
150  a year  ago. 

Their  edltorlaUsU  are  handicapped 
In  trying  to  check  their  instinctive 
reactions  with  their  neighbors’  opin- 
ions by  onerous  re..trlcllons  sllU  main- 
taned  on  European  travel  by  the 
Westen*  powers.  Few  of  the  current 
wrUers  have  been  handpicked  by  us 
because  of  special  democratic  quali- 
fications. So  when  It  comes  to  the 
psychological  or  philosophical  ap- 
proach. they  react  with  the  self- 
centred  insight  of  hermits  or  the 
imprisoned. 

High  Commissioner  John  J.  McCloy's 
speech  before  the  Pilgrim’s  Society 
In  London  — which  showed  under- 
standing of  their  psychological  allua- 
tion— seems  to  have  motivated  a gen- 
eral urge  to  form  a constructive  policy 
for  the  future. 


Bays  tlie  Br&unschweigcr  Zeitung; 
"With  all  good  Europeans  McCloy  is 
of  the  opUilun  that  the  whole  dilemma 
could  best  be  overcome  by  integrating 
Germany  into  Europe  at  the  price  of 
doing  away  with  obsolete  resenlmenl. 
The  time  has  come!" 

The  Fracnklscbe  Nachrlchten  de- 
clares: "No  other  people  could  have 
resisted  Communism  under  aimilar 
conditions  so  long  as  the  Germans.’* 
The  newspaper  api>eala  to  the  West 
to  stop  dismantling.  "Let  Germany 
work  and  she  will  work  for  Europe.’’ 

"Because  Uie  powers  cannot  agree." 
says  the  Wiesmadener  Tagblalt.  "It 
makes  It  very  difficult  for  Germans 
to  believe  In  Uie  reallxaUon  of  the 
European  conception.  If  we  received 
wiser  treatment  psychologically,  much 
would  be  Unproved." 

The  Wlesbadenrr  Kurlcr  writes: 
"Fifty  million  Germans  are  ready  lo 
follow  (he  European  Ideal  in  all 
sincerity.  The  majority  of  Oermaru 
would  welcome  uncondUionally  a re- 
turn to  freedom  In  view  of  the  tyranny 
which  is  continued  in  the  East  " 

Duesseldorf's  Rhelnlsche  Fust  points 
out  that  close  Brltish-Amerlcan  rela- 
tions have  become  a cardinal  fact 
of  Western  policy,  and  adds:  "Ger- 
mans should  consider  that  their  fu- 
ture foreign  policy  most  be  based  on 
recognition  of  that  fact  also." 

The  Rhein  Neckar  Zeitung,  of  Hei- 
delberg — occupation  headquarters  — 
says:  "Adenauer's  foreign  policy  Is 
made  more  difficult  by  the  coming 
security  pact  between  the  Soviet 
Union  and  East  Germany.  He  will 
have  carefully  to  consider  how  far  he 
can  direct  his  steps  to  the  We.it.  The 
federal  republic  Is  In  a dlfflcult  posi- 
tion which  can  only  be  relieved  If 
the  West  powers  give  It  enough  equal- 
ity to  take  It  out  of  Its  satellite  role."

There  are  plenty  of  bard  facts  to 
back  up  Donald  Gordon’s  recent 
warning  that,  unless  something  Is 
done  to  Increase  its  relative  efficiency, 
coal  is  going  to  face  steadily  decreas- 
ing markets.  Only  three  years  ago 
half  of  the  energy  developed  In  the 
United  States  came  from  coal,  In  1940 
the  figure  was  38  5*^  Last  year  slow 
down  and  strikes  reduced  coal  output 
by  170,000.000  Urns  in  the  United 
States,  yet  this  came  within  10.000,000 
tons  of  the  total  market  available. 

Biggest  single  consumer,  the  Amer- 
ican railroads,  cut  their  coal  con.iump- 
tlon  by  16.000.000  tons  In  1949.  and 
within  the  next  ten  years  oil  and  elec- 
tric locomotives  will  slash  that  de- 
mand still  more.  A generation  ago 
coal  lupplted  over  90%  of  the  rail-
